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AIDS Memorial Quilt visits Clarke

Physical therapy students, administrative 
personnel, friends and family members 
have made panels for the AIDS quilt being 
displayed at Clarke. Between 30 and 35 
panels will be dedicated into the quilt at 
closing ceremonies on Saturday at 3 p.m. 
Each panel is three feet by six feet. They 
are made this size to symbolize the size of 
a grave site. 

“Panels bring to life the qualities and 
characteristics of the person,” said Michelle 
Watters, assistant director of campus min- 
istry. “Making a panel is a healing process 
for the family and friends of a person who 
has died of AIDS.” 

Most of the panels include the name, 
dates of birth and death and other items that 
characterize the person the panel is being 
made for. Quilt panels can be made with 
anything. Materials used in the past have 
been motorcycle jackets, photographs, 
flags, stuffed animals, Christmas lights, 
wedding rings, Ip records, fishnet hose, 
Barbie dolls and lots of other things. The 
panels should be durable because the quilt 
will be moved around frequently. 

After the panels have been dedicated, 
they will be logged in and checked for their 
durability. Any adjustments for size or re- 
pairs will also be made. The panels are 
grouped together geographically. When 
eight panels from the same area are avail- 
able, they are sewn together to form a 12 
by 12 foot section of Quilt. These 12 by 
12 foot sections make up the quilt. 

“T really think HIV-AIDS is such a big 
epidemic and if it is not a part of our lives 
now is soon will be and so the solution 
should start now. I think the Quilt is a part 
of the solution because it promotes aware- 
ness and helps family member and friends 
heal, “ said Melissa Walsh, Clarke physi- 
cal therapy sophomore. 

According to the NAMES Project orga- 
nizers, the mission of the Names Project is 
to illustrate the enormity of the AIDS epi- 
demic by showing the humanity behind the 
Statistics through the AIDS Memorial Quilt. 
To achieve this, the organization has estab- 
lished three goals.

Sister Anne Siegrist, BVM, 61, died 
Monday, Oct. 23, 1995, at Marian Hall, a 
nursing care center for BVMs in the mother 
house grounds in Dubuque. She had been 
recently diagnosed with cancer. She was 
born Sept. 8, 1934, 

She taught voice classes at Clarke for 
30 years, and then retired a year and a half 
ago. She then taught music appreciation at 
Northeast Iowa Community College. 

“Her caring and unselfish personality 
came through when people needed her the 
most,” Sister Bertha Fox, BVM, said. “She 
was one of the most intelligent women I 
knew. She always tried to make her class- 
room better, she never repeated herself in 
Class, she always had something new and 
interesting for them, she was always ex- 
Panding her horizons, | always had fun 
when I was with her, she made the best out 
of everything. She was a very talented 
women, she sewed her own clothes, which 
made her a very classy woman. She was 
very elegant, and always looked nice.”

“She loved her 
Students very much, and after they departed 
she tried to keep in touch with them. She 
loved animals, especially her cats, Josie and 
Dorie.” 

“There is no one on campus who could 
ever compare to her, she was a very unique 
lady. She had an excellent taste in every- 
thing, food, literature, clothes, and music,” 
Ellen Gabrialleschi said. “She touched a lot 
of people during her life, that is why she 
had such a variety of friends, and so many 
of them.”

She spent some time is Spain learning 
more about Spanish music and spent a lot 
of time singing in Vienna, Austria, which
